Id view of tbe fact that even the national convention of the Republican par- 
f J has declared in favor of an old-age pension for the workers and that Prince 
Bismarck, the great enemy of iuteruatioual Socialism, admitted the ue<'cssity 
and was the originator of a similar law in Germany, and that such a measure is 
now being considered in every civilised country in the world—'4be vote of the 
convention of the American Federation of Labor speaks volumes. 

But then so much accustomed to modesty are American Socialists when deal¬ 
ing with the Federation of Labor that even this “tKrong” minorit.v vote in favor 
of a moderate Socialistic reform measure has caused them “great rejoicing.” 
And so did the other minority vote In favor of a SoctaiiMtic declaration which 1 
will analyze later. 

Yet, everybody will readily admit that the prime object of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor cannot be the propaganda of Socialism, although eT«-ry Socialis¬ 
tic measure ought to find the most enthusiastic promulgators and defenders in 
the trades unions and the A. F. of L. simply becaUM> it is the aim of trades 
anions to Improve Che condition of laboring mm at the present time and to ele¬ 
vate their standard of living. But in the convention of the A. F. of L. every 
aim of trades unionism was almost lost sight of in a sea of squabbles about 
“trades Jurisdiction.” 

These fights between the national organizations have been going on for years 
and are becoming more numerons and more dangerous to the Fedenition us time 
goes on. Thejr have been bridged over and patched up by all kiuds of strad¬ 
dles and committee reports. But well-meaning observers predict that the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor will have to change its structure—or it will go to pieces 
within a few years. 

At present the A. F. of L. is simply a loose cojifwlcralion of ••nniiouar* and 
“ioteruational” trades unlous. Bpt'cinl sitt-ss is laid upon th«* fact that the fed¬ 
eration is voluntary. Th<* “natioual” and “international” unions withdraw and 
come as they please—the Miners and the Steel Workers, for Insrance, have left and 
have joined again repeatedly—and‘any disagreements between the national bodies 
are settled by arbitration, by committees, whose decision both sides are supposed 
to accept. 

80 far, so good. This sounds very nice and reminds one of “ideal an- 
archism.” And most of the natioual trades union leaders really claim to be 
“philosophical anarchists" whenever they are opiKwing Socialists in discussion. 
But face to face with this are hard facts. 

Before all things there Is the economic development. This, 011 oue hand, has 
the te.idency to unite all kinds of crafts and trades iu the saiiie place of 
business; and one need not lo6k to the trust in proof of It, a modern brewery Is 
sufllcleut. On the other hao^ there is the constuut progress ol machiucry, there 
la the perpetual diviaion of labor, which divides and differentiates btiudiwork, 
evMtiag eotinily aew brauchek of trades almost every month and necessitating 
the formation of new unioiia. 

Now there ia the rub. Self-preservation compels the national and interna- 
tional ouiouB not only to organize all the members of the old cruft they can 
get, but also to claim inrisdiettou over the new branch, over* the men who have 
a different yet bomewoat related handiwork. On the other hnn<l the workers 
of the new craft form local and national unions aud naturally claiui the same 
autonomy for their new trades organisation, as the old one has. 

A war of this type is at present waging between the Brolherhooil of Cori>en- 
ters and the W’oodworkers, betwetm the Bailors and the I.X)ngsbon*u)eii, belwt‘eii 
the Railors and Marine Cooks, l»etween the rrinters and the Pressmen uimI 
Bookbinders, between the Brewers and the Stationary Engineers and bireiuen. 
between the Garment Workers and the Clothing Makers, etc. Temporarily all 
of these troubles were settled by the appointment of arbitration wmiiiittet‘s. which 
under the present policy can arbitrate nothing, liecnuse in r ality then* is iioth- 


But the new idea lies uear enough. The organization of the workmen must 
•imply follow* the industrial development. To hold firmly to the specitic natioual 
krgauizatioti of every trade-branch U nonsensical when modern industry is 
•ueb that old trades disapj>ear or that many trades are closely iuterwoven lu 
one business enterprise. It is clear that the stercotyper aud the linotype ma¬ 
chinist is economically much more closely related to the printer than to the 
type founder or to the machinist to w*nich crafts they originally belong. The 
lame bolds good of the enginet^rs aud firemen in the brewerien. 

In some industries urgauised labor has seen the force of this Ibg>c. aud the 
^vorkmen were organized “industrially." The printers, prtiismeD. bwkbiiiders, 
stereotviK'rs, news writers, etc., for lustauee. formeil the Allied PriutlngTrades 
Council and have a c'oiumuu label. Vet because the priuters laid sole cluihi to 
the coutrol of the label this led to trouble in some cases. Only after organized 
liilMir bus leurued the Socialistic lesson that neither trade is to “control” the otn- 
er. but that they all must combiue “induHtrially” as tH)uals to nuH*t the com¬ 
mon enemy—not until then will the American Federation of Lalxir rest u|>uii 
s sure and safe basis. Under the new arrangement the local and state ctuitral 
bodies w’ill play an intinitely more Important part than they do now*. They 
will enjoy all the autonomy um^ury for home rule, while the .American Feder¬ 
ation of Lalior will be a N.VTlON.VL body in de<Hl, not in name only. 

But Hocialists ought not to ezpec too nineb even of a reconstnicteil Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor. No mutter how various and manifold are the tusks of 
Ih^ trades unions, the aim to better the wage aud w*urk conditions immediately 
will be 111 the foregroiiml. Their {lolltical helpfulness should not be overn^sti- 
Dmte<l by a party which ought and must work for the future. Trades unions as 
such recognize the (‘om|>etitive system. They stand upon the same economic ba¬ 
sis as the capitalists. 

The trades unions as such arc at the present time the grcuti^t conservative 
force in the country, just as the trusts are the greatest revulutiouary force. 

Whut brings the trades unionists—not the trades unions—to the Socialist 
party is the fact that the interests of capitalists and lalmrers clash every time 
the (luestion of wages (simes up, and that the class struggle finds Itn old-tiine ev- 
ery-(!uy expression iu tho trades unions. Wage scale* ndojiteil hy l>oth sides are 
incaiNiliIe of uverbridging the chasm Is'twee'i labor and capital. The fight will 
break out and must lireuk out again. The interference of the capitalist state and 
municipal governments - the police, tbit de)Hity sheriffs, the courts, the military,— 
uro Imuiid to remind the wage workers that the eiamomic rule of the capitalist 
class culminates iu its political rule. It also reminds the worker that the only 
ad<H|untc weaiKin in his {Hissession is the BALIXIT. 

The coiietMilratinu of w'eulth. the formation of the trusts, the industria) 
crises, do the rest. Result? Every thinking aud fighting trades union man is 
iiouiid to join the Social Democratic party sooiht or later. 

But we ought not to over-estimate the value of the vote in the couven- 
tioiis of the Americnn Federation of l*al>or. The vote we receiviMl for the 
aniendincnt of Hayes Ins again amended by Wilsoui is very deceiving. It was 
not a vote for Socialism. Nor was the amendtneut itself ns amendeii by Wil¬ 
son a resolution for Socialism, lu fact, it was intcrpreteil by Delegate Reese of the 
51iue Workers as meaning n resolution for the UcmoiTutic party. The anieiuled 
auieiiilmeut rends ns follows: 

“Resolved, that this twenty-second annual convention of the American Fed¬ 
eration of l^imr advise the working people to organize their economic aud politi¬ 
cal power to si*cure for lul>or the full equivalent of its toil." 

.V resolution like this, oven when pnsst'd with a large majority, would mean 
little or nothing to the cause of Socialism i.i Amoricn. In fact experience iu the 
pain, in England for instance, has proven that resolutions of traacH union con¬ 
gresses. even when going so far as lo advise the mepibers to vote the ticket of 
the Socialist party, amount lo nothing in practice. We have had a similar ex¬ 
perience ill Wisconsin. Tho main benefit to the Social Democratic party (the So¬ 
cialist party! came from the DISCUSSION itself and the subsequent attention 
our ideas and arguments received in the press. 

In some places—especially where certain Socialists of the old school have in 
the past been guilty of “SiK'lalisl Trade and liulxir .\lliance” sins against the 
.Vmerican FiMlenitiou of Labor—we now find a tendency lo atone for past Iniqui¬ 
ties by making the Socialist party the serving maid of the trade* unions. In 
other words, those old sinners now look upon our grand party a* the tail of the 
A. F. of L. We ill Milwaukee* do most emphatically protest agniort that idea. 
We have never sinned against the A. F. of L. in the pant and we do not intend lo 
let the A. F. of I.. sin against the Soci.'U Democratic party in the future. E:acb 
branch of the Libor .movei^ent has its own sphere of usefulness and ^*2*^** 

to force one iiiion the other is trying to hurt them both. In the PERSONAL 
,.IJNION OF BOTH, L e.. in having the name persons t'*ke an active Intereat m 
both the trade* union and the political l"hor movement we find the Hlrrmipe^ 
connecting link between the Socialist parJD' trade« nnton organizations, 

wherever the true relationship between Trades T'nioni.sm and Socialism Is nghtly 
understood. Such is nearly the case in MilwaukiH» and in a few other cities. 
Then we find the same men with the s.iuie thoughts, aims and ideals working in 
the economic and the political field, thus forming a grand army for the abolition 
«f the capitalist system. 

This work is goml Socialist work and it is goml Trades’ Union work. It is 
well worth the endeavor and the labor of the best men and vromen living. It is 
for this and for this only that Soidnlists 
ought to strive for the mastery in the 
.Americnn Federatiou of Libor an<l for 
the control of its policy.

The odor of trickety and sharp nractlca 
is over the lareer part of the ‘business" 
tranaactiona of modem times. The rich 
man by bis cunning—called shrewdness 
by the paid apologists of capitalism, the 
men of the press and Ae pulpit—la con¬ 
stantly presuming upon the ignorance 
and uninformed condition of the people, 
to them. There are no penalties. 

He can hold his bedd op, keep hi* pew. 
and IS even sure tu be looked up to anj 
praii^ by his victim*. When the Cuda¬ 
hy I acking Comjiany. for instance, de¬ 
cides to. locate at a . certain point south 
of the City, the fact i is kept a secret till 
the company has bought up all the land 
round about, which U later platted and 
wid to the army of workers who are 
forcejl to live there by the removal of 
the big industry, at a big margin of 
* nice Tittle fortune 
in itwlf, due to taking advantage of in¬ 
side information and trading on it in the 
“^■fket. Some year* ago. when Mil¬ 
waukee a jiark system wai being de¬ 
veloped, it was no secret that the park 
commLisloners, all “representative" citi¬ 
zens and honorable men, enriched tbem- 
selve* through real estate trunwiclloDs 
which they were able to promote because 
of inside information a* to just where 
cpjiain of the parks were to be located. 
They were able to purchase land through 
agents in the vicinity of the prosiiective 
parks and to realize on the increase in 
value given the laud by having a park in 
the immediate vicinity. There is nothing 
sumrising in all this; it coines under the 
defense of "shrewdness” and “business 
foresight, hut it i* gambiiiig, tiu-horn 
gambling, lust the same. It i* part and 
parcel of the business immorality that Is 
inevitable under the competitive, capital¬ 
istic system. Conditions make the crim- 
lnal--ihe unlabeled as well as the labeled 
criminal. 

Speaking of self-made men, which the 
cupualisi sheets uru so boastful of, the 
fact remains that they are too often men 
of predatory natures, men “long-headed” 
enough to see advantages and to act on 
them, whereby trusting and guileless 
men niuy be distauceiL The self-made 
man is usually the petty schemer come 
to flower, the fellow to whose eves all 
men are prospective victims. Not ail 
schemers come to flower, of course, only 
a limited uiimbi*r. for in this case the 
rule applies: nothing succetnls like sue-

When a single housewife spies and 
weaves the wool, no indnstrial organiza¬ 
tion is necessary; she spins snd weaves 
as she chooses snd as other dntiei to her 
honsebold permit. But when fire hun¬ 
dred employes are working under a single 
roof in the manafacture of woolen gar¬ 
ments for s widely extended market, the 
former Individual liberty is no loager pos¬ 
sible. These five hundred workers must 
work together. Thus labor organization 
is crested. 

Organized labor ia as essential to i^* 
em dviliration as organised capital. The 
only question Is, Shall labor organization 
be sutocratk; or democratic; shall it w 
organised under capital and wholly sub¬ 
ject to its will; or shall It have some¬ 
thing to say respecting the form, nswre 
and spirit of the organisation? 81^ 
labor work under the coaditioss whlcn 
capital preecribea, during the boors 


which capital requires, for the wages 
which capital chooses to luiy. or shall it 
have a voice in determining the condi¬ 
tions. the w’ages, the hours? This is the 
first and fundamental question Involved 
in onr indnstrial problem. The mine, 
the factory, the railroad, are private en¬ 
terprises. owned by the capitalists, to be 


dustrial organizations. The country 
which i* democratic in politics, education 
and religion, will not be ai tocratic In In¬ 
dustry. 

Combination both of property and of 
industry, of capital and of labor, ia in¬ 
evitable. because It is tho divine order of 


coiilrollwl. directed, »dmlni«tered by hum»D development. It would be no 
c»pit»li,t*, who buy their labor ■■ they more pomrible to to beck to the indlTid- 
bnv thel^ machinerv. and dlacharxe , organ xatFon of the firet part of 


buy their machinery, and discharge 
the one as they discard the other when 
it cease* to profitable: this is one 
view. Tbe mine, the railroad, the fac¬ 
tory. are li Joint stock enterprise, to 
be carried on by cspitallsts and labor¬ 
ers as partners who share the control 
snd the profits, neither being independ¬ 
ent of the other, esqh fnlfilling an ap¬ 
propriate function in a harmonious oi^ 
ganlzation, for mntosl profit and lubplrra 
by a spirit of mutual respect*, this l» the 
other view. Which of the two Is more 
lo harmony with the principles of demot*- 
rscy? To aak this question Is to answer 
it. Whatever may be said of the Old 
World, in the New, where the plain peo- 
pie control the government of «ty, state 
and nation, where they direct and admin¬ 
ister the public education, where they are 
the final authority in their ecdeslastical 
Institutions, It is not possiWe that they 
will permanently oiinaent to a system 


the Nineteenth century than to go back 
to the feudalism that preceded it. To do 
so wo shsnld bare to forget the inveo- 
tion of macbit.erv, the discovery of 
steam, the ntUizatfon of electricty, divis¬ 
ion of labor, the art of co-oMratlon. 
IMie remedy for the evils Incidental to 
the combination of capital is not prohibi¬ 
tion of combination, bnt s wiser and 
more beneficent combination; the .remedy 
for the evils incidentally to the organiza¬ 
tion of labor is not its dlsonrsnlzatlon, 
imt hs more efficient organization. The 
movemen- from indivldoalism towards 
organhrm is irresistible because It is ben- 
edrent. Wkb its economic advantages 
every student of current proUems is fs- 
miliar. Its ethical advantages are not 
leas noteworthy. A corporation cannot 
exist oatil character has so devrioped 
that k is safe for thonzands of men and 
women to intrust tbdr earnings to the 
nneontroUed management of a few finan- 


ders of .ibilky* A corporation, in the 
modern sense of riiat term, was an eth¬ 
ical impossibility iu imgon (tre<‘oe or 
Rome. It means distribntioo of wealth; 
it means combination on a basis of mut¬ 
ual trust and confidence and for mutual 
benefit. A labor nnion cannot exi«t un¬ 
less character has so far developed that 
woricingmeo can see that an injury to 
ODD is an injury to all, and a benefit to 
one is a ben^t to all. In the recent coal 
■trike men of more than a score of dif¬ 
ferent Rationalities, sneaking ten or fif¬ 
teen languages or alalecta, without a 
common faith or s common tradition, 
Roman Catholics, Protestants. Jews snd 
unbelievers, united in a common cause 
on the simple basis of a common man¬ 
hood. Ttie discovery by these men that 
they were brothers is worth all that H 
baa cost. It mar be hoped that the fur¬ 
ther discovery will in time follow on both 
aides that oi^n tor and miner, capitalist 
and laborer, ate also brotbera. Behind 
thia movement from the Individnallstic 
organisatioii of sodA to a reorganlza- 
tk»o 00 a basis of col^ratkMi In a spirit 
of mutual respect aud for mmoal profit 
are centuries of the progress of man¬ 
kind: beneath It is the growing coo- 
•doueseea of the apiritnal unity of the 
race: in H ts the hopo of the peace and 
prosperity of homanlty for tbs futore.^

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WALKING DELEGATES, AND OTHERS. 

The cerplng of the well*lo-do end “con* 
tented” clese efelnet the condnet of labor 
orfenleatloDi, their eneera at walhlnC‘<lol^ 
fates. nnloD tyranny, and the like la rery 
well met In an article recently written by 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of tbe magaalne. 
Ontlook. We qoote the following: 

“The arguments against tbe organlaatton 
of labor are plausible, bot not sound: tb^ 
are derlred from an obserratlon of superfl* 
clal Incidents, not from a study of funds* 
mental principles. “Labor unions are ir^ 
sponsible organisations.** We doubt the 
truth of tbe statement: we are Inclined to 
bellere that In law a labor union Is nothing 
but a great partnership In which erery 
member Is personally responsible for all 
the pecuniary obligations of the organisa* 
tion. But if It were otherwise the remedy 
would be Incorporation, not dissolntloo. 
•'They cause strikes.** On the contrair* 
they hare reduced strikes; It would be 
more true to say that, historically, unions 
hare grown ont of strikes than that strikes 
hare grown ont of unions. “They break 
contracts.** Sometimes, bot on the whole 
they have kept their agreements quite as 
loyally as capitalistic organisations. “They 
Tlolate tbe law.’* Then punish them: no 
one proposes to dispense with combinations 
of capital because In some cases they hare 
rlolatcd law. In more cases hare eraded It. 
and not Infrequently hare corrupted It at 
Its spring and source. “They are led by 
lN>sses and demagogues.” So hare political 
organisations been led by bosses and dema* 
gogues: they are more apparent In politics 
than In Industry, and are not wholly al>* 
sent from tbe church. What then? We 
will get rid of them; we will not take tbe 
counsel of the anarchists and dlssolre so* 
clety Into Its original elemental “They de< 
stroy IndWldnal action. Goo<l laborer and 
i*oor lnl»orer are paid the same wage: and 
lK)th follow tbe dictation of their walking 
delegate.” The shrewd business man and 
tbe unbtislness like widow Inrest their 
earnings In the same company and ktotb get 
the same Interest oo their Investment. Both 
leave their capital at the absolute disposal 
of trusted directors. For thev have learned 
that In combination under chosen leaders 
both get an advantage which neither could 
get acting alone. Tbe skillful and tbe less 
skirful laborer, acting on the same prin¬ 
ciple. unite and put tnelr lalmr In tbe con¬ 
trol of chosen leaders, because they l»ellev« 
that by combination both can get an ad¬ 
vantage which neither can get If he acta 
sepsrntel.v. And ther are right. In Indus- 
tples where labor Is disorganise*!, mndirlons 
are had. hours are long, wages are poor- 
sweatshops. for Instance. With rare. If any 
exceptions, tbe organisation of lal»or haa 
been followed hv Improved conditions, les¬ 
sened hours, better wages. 

OUR GERMAN COMRADES STAND PAT\ 

The Kmpp Incident In Germany Is still 
stirring up the people there, the emperor 
defending Krnpp's motives and the So- 
ctsllats courting the fnllest Investigation 
of their charge that the great gun-maker 
was aa much a awlndler and grinder of 
labor as many other big eapUnllsts. Em¬ 
peror William's conduct In the matter has 
brought up the peculiar /tatus of the med¬ 
dling ruler, leae majeste. and tbe right of 
tbe courts to grind out Justice without In¬ 
terference from B king. It raises the ques¬ 
tion os tc which Is greater, the king or tbe 
courts. This question as ralaed by Vor* 
waerta Is shown In tbe following dispatch: 

Berlin. Nov. 2A.—The Vorwaerta, com¬ 
menting on Emiteror William’s speech on 
the day of tbe funeral of Herr Krupp at 
Raaen. says: *‘Whlle prosecution Is still 
pending against ns and tbe truth Is not 
jndrdslly yet ascertained, the emperor an¬ 
ticipates tbe court's flodlngs by pronounc¬ 
ing onr guilt out of band. It Is allowed 
that the crown at the loltistory stage of a 
pending case may otter s rerdlet and 
thereby place the judges In the painful di¬ 
lemma of cither contradicting his majesty 
or snbjectlng themaelreo to the suspicion 
that their Judgment was influenced by him? 
Jiiatlce atanda sltore ereryl»ody, even above 
the emperor, and the freedom of the courts 
la the life and nerve-of erery state.” The 
paper adds: **The monsreby Is constlto- 
tloofiiiy irrespoDsihle. An adequate answer 
to the emperor's speech Is prevented 
through tbe lese majeste paragraphs.” 
The Vnrwaerts In two columns resfflnns 
In moderate Isngnsge the truth of Its or 
IvinsI charges against the late Ilerr Kmpp. 
and alleges that tbe evidence rests on the 
testlrooav of persons quite above party pas- 
Mon. personal Interest or pollticsl hate. 

The capitalist press la trying to bring facts 
to bear to disprove the Vorwaerts charges. 
It claims the charges of misconduct at 
Capri. Italy, which the Vorwaerts repub¬ 
lished were origlnslly made for blackmail¬ 
ing purposes by hotel keepers. In this 
connection the following dispatch is toter® 
eating. 

Nap^ Nov. 28.-*Ths charges against 
llerr Krunp were based on the doings of 
jae society and tbe Grotto D*b- 

ing club at Capri, founded by him. They 
had peculiar ceremonies, said by Herr

The prohlems of the modem state bare grown ao enormously that it is Im¬ 
possible to solve them without an extenaiTa division of labor and a high grade 
of profeaaiooal knowledge. Tbe capitsilat manner of production roba tbe ruling 
claaa of all the leisure that they previoualy bad. E^en, If they do not produce 
but are living from the exploitation of tbe producing claaaea, still they are not 
idle vxploiteni. Thanks to competition, the motive force of present economic 
life, tbe exploiters are continnoualy compelled to carry oo an exhausting strug¬ 
gle with each other, which threatens tbe vanquished with complete apuiblUtion. 

The capitaiiata have therefore neither time nor leisure, nor the previous cul¬ 
ture necessary for artistic aud scientific activity. They lack even tbe neces¬ 
sary qualifications for regular participation in govcraroental activities. Not on¬ 
ly in art and science bnt also in the goverameut of tbe state the ruling data 
Is forced to take no part. They must leave that to wage-workers aud bureau¬ 
cratic employes. Tbe capitalist ejasa reigns but does not govern. It is satisfied, 
however, to rule tbe government. ' 

In the same way the decaying feudal nobility befon^ it satisfied itself by 
taking on the forms of a royal nobility. But while with the feudal nobility the 
renunciation of ita social fonctions w'aa tbe product of corruptiou, with the 
capitalists this renuudatlon arises directly from their social functioos and is au 
essential part of their existence. 

With the help of such a powerful government a cIbm can lung maintain it¬ 
self, even if it it superfiuous. Yes. even if it has become injurious. Aud tbe 
stronger tbe power of the state, just so much the more does the governing 
class rest upon it, itist ao much more stubbornly will it ding to its privileges 
and all tbe less will it be iocHned to grant concessions. Tbe longer, however, it 
maintains its domination in tbia manner, tbe shariMT berame class antagoo- 
Isms, the more pronounced must be tbe political collapse when it finally does 
come, and tbe deeper the social transformation tbnt arises out of it. and the 
more apt the conquest of political power by an oppressetl class to lead to revte 
lution.^-Karl Kaulaky.

That sDotber of tbe periodic psblcs Is 
Inevitable, and that it will wreak Itself 
upon American “prosperity” before rery 
lung is Qn^sukaoly evident. Tbe fear- 
ftruck secretary of the tresaui/ rsiaed a 
milk-white when be radbed to tbe 
relief of tbe stock gamblers with gov- 
emmen: funds. He overstepped tbe law, 
aa even conserfative persona were com¬ 
pelled to admif, and ezbaosted tbe possi¬ 
bilities of a rescue at a more critical 
time. His purchase of 4 per cent, bonds 
amonnted to nearly $17,000,000 par 
value, and ts get them in be kad to pay 
out over $23,000.000-a ^000.000 bo¬ 
nus of tbe people's money. 

It Is stnpendoDB ignorance and indiffer¬ 
ence that can look calmly upon an expend- 
itore of $ 6 , 000 , 000 —taxed cut of the peo- 
ple'a pockets—‘*to relieve tLe money mar¬ 
ket.” and it is a startling kind oi “pros¬ 
perity” that has to be 8 ub 8 idir,ed b> the 
people's money at tbe will of Wall street 
working upon the fears of n weakling 
who holds the treasury portfolio. 

Mr. 8 haw is unquestionably the small- 
est-hraimH] politician ever called to tak** 
care of the people's purse, and the ad¬ 
ministration knew it when be was ap¬ 
pointed. Mr. Crane of Massachusetts 
was wanted for the job, but be had rath¬ 
er sell pajKT to the government than t<i 
dnn<*e to Wall 8 tn‘et music, lie said he 
diilu't want it. Neither did anyone' else 
who had any knowledge or fort» 8 ight. 8 «* 
the Preshlent ofterwl It to this lowiiq 
country banker, n man of such amal) 
caliber that hi* jumped at the “honor" 
like a frog at reil flannel, not seeing 
tlie hook behind it. 

Ill the purchase of these $17,000,000 in 
Imnds Mr. Shaw has so drawn down the 
treasury's nvailahlo cash balance as to 
exhaust his nhility to further help the 
"money market.” For it is to be remem¬ 
bered that most of the treasury’s sur¬ 
plus holdings are already in the market 
through deposits in the national banks. 

And Mr. Shaw, in sccepling other 
bonds beside those of the federal gov¬ 
ernment to secure bank circulation, has 
taken the first step towan! the “asset" 
security that must eventually bring down 
the whole monetary system in ruin. Not 
tiiat anyone neisl care much for a system 
which helps only those who gamble for 
a living. The point is that the next 
panic will (.*0010 suddenly—like the break¬ 
ing of a bubble—anil will wipe out the 
Inst vestige of the middle class—the 
small trndesnjen and other commercial 
«|M‘rators who posses bank nccounts and 
who *lo a credit business.—Franklin 11. 
Wentw**rth.
